INTRODUCTION 


rT,HE  present  sale  is  the  fourth  sale  held  by  Mr.  Alexander 
A Arzouyan  at  The  Anderson  Galleries.  Mr.  Arzouyan  loves  rugs, 
loves  travelling,  but  is  not  particularly  eager  for  the  somewhat  cir- 
cumscribed atmosphere  of  office  and  shop.  He  therefore  prefers 
selling  by  auction  rather  than  by  persuasion. 

Mr.  Arzouyan  is  well  acquainted  with  the  great  interest  that  in 
these  Florida  days  has  arisen  in  Spanish  art  in  general  and  in 
Spanish  rugs  and  textiles  especially.  Several  well  known  wholesale 
dealers  in  decorative  fabrics  had  a nervous  breakdown  trying  to  find 
out  the  difference  between  Spanish  and  Italian,  and  also  between 
Spanish  and  French  fabrics.  Recovered,  they  run  now  the  old 
Italian  Renaissance  and  Louis  XIV  designs  in  new  violent  colors 
over  the  old  Jacquard  machine.  Such  troubles,  fortunately,  do  not 
arise  in  the  field  of  Spanish  and  Moorish  rugs.  These  rugs  are  a 
very  well  defined  group  of  typical  coloring,  of  typical  designs.  They 
begin  with  purely  Moorish  designs,  geometrical  stars  and  polygrams 
grown  out  of  the  subtle  art  of  linear  interlacing  developed  by  the 
Arabs ; also  very  rare  conventionalized  palmette  designs  occur,  and 
all-over  tile  patterns  with  angular  designs  of  animals  and  human 
figures  are  found.  Later  interpretations  of  15th  century  textiles  are 
added  and  still  later  Renaissance  motifs,  such  as  the  floral  wreath, 
the  acanthus  leaf,  the  “grotesque”  bird  and  quadruped  motifs.  Prac- 
tically the  whole  line  of  evolution  of  these  rugs  can  be  studied  right 
in  New  York  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  in  the  fine  speci- 
mens of  the  Williams  and  Ballard  collections,  of  which  several  ex- 
amples are  duplicated  by  items  in  the  present  gathering.  We  may 
also  add  that  the  admirable  collection  of  the  Hispanic  Museum, 
155th  Street  and  Broadway,  contains  a beautiful  series  of  Spanish 
and  Moorish  rugs,  which  all  friends  of  Spanish  art  ought  to  study. 

The  present  collection  contains  a remarkable  specimen  of  the 
Salamanca  wreath  design  in  red  and  green,  an  exquisite  fragment  of 
palmette  design  of  highest  quality,  and  several  other  specimens  of 
16th  century  that  besides  being  beautiful  rugs,  reveal  an  interesting 
chapter  of  ancient  Mediterranean  trade.  During  the  16th  century 
Turkish  rugs  came  to  Spain  through  the  Smyrna-Barcelona  trade 
route,  and  these  rugs  were  promptly  copied  by  the  Spanish  weavers. 
Some  of  them  tried  to  render  the  color  harmonies  of  the  Oushaks  as 
faithfully  as  possible,  others  translated  the  Turkish  design  of  the 


“Holbein”  rugs  into  a frankly  Spanish  color  harmony,  sapphire  and 
dark  blue  with  touches  of  moss-green  set  against  lemon-yellow  and 
burnt-orange.  Several  of  this  type  are  in  the  present  collection. 

Mr.  Arzouyan’s  rugs  have  been  gathered  in  the  countries  of 
production,  themselves.  He  made,  this  summer,  an  extensive  trip 
all  over  Spain,  Portugal,  Morocco,  Algiers.  Looking  at  the  collec- 
tion which  he  gathered  we  must  confess  he  did  well. 

Besides  the  Spanish  and  Moorish  rugs,  the  present  collection  con- 
tains an  excellent  gathering  of  Turkish,  Persian  and  Caucasian  rugs, 
including  several  specimens  of  16th  century  Ispahan,  and  a beautiful 
“Polish”  silk  rug,  Persian,  of  the  period  of  Shah  Abbas.  Inten- 
tionally we  do  not  call  this  a “Polonaise”  rug;  the  word  is  a bar- 
barism, neither  French  nor  English,  but  a mispronunciation  of  the 
French  word  which  means  “Polish”  in  plain  American.  We  prefer 
to  use  the  plain  American  term.

Moorish  rugs  are  very  little  known  in  this  country.  We  call 
Moorish  rugs,  rugs  woven  in  the  Moghreb:  Tunis,  Algeria, 
Morocco.  The  Museum  of  Algiers  has  a very  fine  collection  of 
such  rugs,  which  has  been  made  accessible  by  a fine  publication 
with  numerous  color  plates  by  Mr.  Paul  Gsell,  Director  of  the 
Museum.  The  most  famous  rugs  are  those  of  Kairouan,  to 
which  we  are  tempted  to  ascribe  the  present  rug ; but  rugs  have 
been  and  are  woven  to-day  as  far  as  Rabat  on  the  Atlantic 
coast  of  Morocco. 

Moorish  rugs  combine  motifs  of  the  ancient  art  of  the  Moghreb 
with  motifs  borrowed  from  Turkish  rugs.  The  coming  in  of 
Turkish  motifs  was  natural  at  a time  when  Turkey  was  the 
Suzerain  of  the  Barbary  states.  The  present  rug  is  of  the 
“hearth  rug”  type  with  prayer  niche  on  either  side.  The  de- 
sign of  the  niche  seems  to  indicate  influence  of  old  Konia  rugs. 
The  panel  with  eight  pointed  stars  set  into  squares  is  of  de- 
cidedly Moorish  character,  while  in  the  border  Turkish  motifs 
are  again  prevailing.  Very  colorful,  red  ground  with  delicate 
green,  blue,  orchid  and  ivory-white  tones.

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San  Marco  in  Venice,  of  the  royal  Danish  House  and  of  the 
Mobilier  Nationale  in  Paris,  which  according  to  documental 
evidence  were  gifts  of  the  Shahs  of  Persia.  These  rugs  are  of 
course  very  rare.  American  collections  however  own  a certain 
number  of  them.  We  may  mention  the  collections  of  the  Met- 
ropolitan Museum  of  Art  in  New  York,  of  John  D.  Rockefeller, 
Jr.,  J.  P.  Widener,  Philadelphia,  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts,  and  the  estate  of  the  late  Senator  Clark  of  New  York.
